SACRAMENTO SPLITTAIL  

Impact Mechanism Stressor Effect 

Reduced food

Starvation, reduced reproduction, 
higher susceptibility to disease 

Upstream reservoirs dampen flow, reduce floodplain 
habitat 

Export of upstream nutrients 

Non-native species, e.g. Corbula, eat/filter out organics, 
plankton 

Hydrologic barrier reduces residence time

Reduced growth, increased 
competition 

Reduced juvenile/adult rearing 
habitat 

Island/wetland reclamation reduced shallow, low 
velocity brackish habitat 

Reduced spawning/larval rearing 
habitat 

Reduced floodplain inundation due to 
reservoir operation 

Riprapped levees reduce shallow, low-
velocity habitat 

Reduced reproductive success, mortality 
from stranding, reduced growth/survival
